Shaw closing 
call centres 


Labour. 1,400 workers

Shaw is closing its call cen¬ 
tres in Edmonton and Calgaiy 
and relocating nearly 1,400 
positions to other parts of the 
country. 

The company announced 
the closure of the call centres 
in Alberta, as well as one in Ke¬ 
lowna, B.C., with services being 
centralized in Victoria, Vancou¬ 
ver, Winnipeg and Montreal. 

The company plans to close 
its Edmonton centre in June, 
which had 390 positions, and 
the Calgaiy one, which had 
1,000 operators, by Januaiy 
2016. 

The company said they 
wanted to maintain Canadian 
operations but centralize their 
employees to improve service. 

“It’s really looking at our 
customers’ demands and them 
telling us they want a more 
consistent and they want a

knowledgeable call-centre 
staff,” said Chethan Lakshman, 
the company’s vice-president of 
external affairs. 

Including those in Kelowna, 
about 1,600 employees will be 
offered the chance to move to 
one of the new call centres with 
assistance from the company, 
take on a new role or leave with 
a severance package. 

Lakshman said training and 
maintaining staff was more dif¬ 
ficult in Edmonton and Calgaiy. 

“The tenure in our other 
operations, our other centres 
is longer than it is typically in 
Alberta,” he said.

Finance minister says nine per cent reduction coming 


The province’s fiscal prob¬ 
lems are getting worse, and 
Albertans should brace for 
major spending cuts, Pre¬ 
mier Jim Prentice said Wed¬ 
nesday. 

His finance minister Rob¬ 


in Campbell said there will 
be cuts on top of no increas¬ 
es for inflation and popula¬ 
tion growth. 

“We’re probably in the 
neighbourhood of a nine per 
cent reduction for 2015 and 


2016 for government spend¬ 
ing,” he said. 

Prentice said estimates 
suggest oil prices will aver¬ 
age just $51 a barrel next 
year, leaving an even larger 
hole in the province’s budget 


than the $7 billion he has 
been discussing for weeks. 

He announced he would 
roll back a proposed funding 
increase to the auditor gen¬ 
eral’s office and said no one 
should be expecting any new 


projects. 

“People who think we are 
going to increase govern¬ 
ment expenditures are not 
living in the real world,” he 
said. 

He said, despite the vote 


of a legislature committee, 
$275,000 would not be going 
to the auditor. 

“There will be no increas¬ 
es in funding to the auditor 
general’s offices,” he said.

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Roads still a big problem: 



Audit report. 

Review shows gaps in 
how the city inspects 
work by developers, 
which will leave the 
city no recourse if 
roads fail in the future, 
says Mike Nickel 




Coun. Mike Nickel argued 
Wednesday that shoddy docu¬ 
mentation on inspections of 
developer-built roads will cost 
the city in the long run, while 
others insisted the problem is 
process not pavement. 

The city’s audit commit¬ 
tee was reviewing a report 
released last week, which 
showed troubling gaps in how 
the city inspects roads built by 
developers, which are eventu¬ 
ally turned over to the city. 

Nickel argued the missing 
inspections would leave the 
city no recourse if roads failed 
in the future. 

“When we don’t do our 
inspections, when we don’t

follow our own processes, it 
costs us money,” he said. 

Nickel said this audit, along 
with similar ones on building 
inspections and landscaping, 
raises serious concerns. 

“These are fundamental 
core processes that our man¬ 
agement should be doing and 
they’re not executing,” he 
said. 

Mayor Don Iveson dis¬ 
agreed and said, while the city 
could improve its processes 
overall, the city is still getting 
good quality roads. 

“There’s no system-wide 
issue here that the auditor’s 
noted,” he said. 

He said the city may miss 
steps along the way, but be¬ 
fore it accepts a road from de¬ 
velopers it makes sure it’s up 
to standards. 

“There’s no issue with the 
city accepting work at the end 
of warranty,” he said 


Rick Preston, executive 
director of the Urban Develop¬ 
ment Institute, said the city’s 
processes are a problem and 
they agree with the auditor 


that there’s a need to tighten 
them up. 

“This is about reducing the 
amount of grey area,” he said. 
He said developers take 


their long-term obligations 
seriously and he’s confident 
they’re delivering roads that 
will stand the test of time. 

“We know that the pave¬ 


ment that we laid, the roads 
we have done, if the inspec¬ 
tion is not done, we have it 
documented. We know what 
we’ve got,” he said. 


Calgary MLA promising bill to address sexual violence

Police agencies could be forced 
to come up with new proced¬ 
ures around sexual violence 
cases if a proposed private 
member’s bill passes. 

Calgaiy MLA Christine 
Cusanelli’s proposed bill would 
be next to enter the legislature 
when session resumes next 
month. 

Before the bill is intro¬ 
duced, she said she couldn’t 
get into too many specifics, but 
said generally it would make 


sure police were equipped to 
handle sexual violence cases. 

“It’s how we receive people. 
It’s how we give them the abil¬ 
ity to come forward with the 
crime that has been perpe¬ 
trated against them,” said 
Cusanelli. 

She said few victims re¬ 
port sexual violence and she 
wants to see those numbers 
rise. Right now she said many 
victims just don’t feel comfort¬ 
able coming forward. 


“We don’t have a system 
that would make our victims 
feel safe enough to do that,” 
she said. 

She said she is aware the 
bill might not get through the 
legislature, but she hopes it 
will bring light, research and 
discussion to the problem of 
sexual violence. 

“These are moments for a 
private member to be able to 
champion an issue,” she said. 

Karen Smith, executive dir¬ 


ector of Edmonton’s Sexual 
Assault Centre, said Edmonton 
police already have excellent 
strategies in place for dealing 
with sexual assault, but some 
forces could use the encour¬ 
agement Cusanelli’s bill would 
offer. “Once you step outside 
of the city boundaries, it’s a 
different situation and veiy 
often you get the newest po¬ 
lice officers in a detachment 
responding to sexual assault.”

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‘Gun grab’ overshadowed relief effort: Watchdog 



Alberta floods. Report 
says RCMP actions 
during 2013 flood 
beset by failures of 
leadership 


A new watchdog report says the 
RCMP’s forced home entries 
and gun seizures during the 
2013 flood in High River were 
partially authorized by law but 
slams the Mounties for failing 
to report the weapon seizures 
to a court or to the public. 

The inquiiy by the newly 
renamed Civilian Review and 
Complaints Commission for 
the RCMP determined the 
RCMP’s actions during the 
June 2013 flood were beset 
by failures of leadership and 
communications that over¬ 
shadowed the aid effort and 
turned the rescue operation 
into a “gun grab” stoiy. 

The report is a detailed 
chronicling of how not to re¬ 
spond to a natural disaster. It 
makes 10 recommendations 
on how to avoid a repeat of the 
mistakes. 

And it will be seen by many 
as vindication of the anger 


voiced by citizens and Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper over 
the gun seizures. 

After a review that took 
more than a year-and-a-half, 
commission chair Ian McPhail 
and his investigators concluded 
the Mounties were mostly jus¬ 
tified in forcing their way into 
flooded High River homes in 
search of stranded residents, 
and in seizing more than 600 
unsecured guns set out of the 
rising water’s way. 

The report says Alberta’s 
Emergency Measures Act desig¬ 
nates the town as a legal au¬ 
thority, and High River’s emer¬ 
gency operations committee 
had issued a legal evacuation 
order that instructed the RCMP 
to forcibly enter homes to look 
for stranded residents. The 
RCMP, under Canada’s com¬ 
mon law and criminal code, 
for the most part acted legally 
when they seized hundreds of 
unsecured guns “in plain view,” 
says the report. 

But McPhail came down 
hard on the force for failing to 
report the weapon seizures to 
a justice of the peace, a simple 
act that would have rendered 
the seizures entirely lawful, 
provided judicial oversight and 
accountability and may have 


calmed residents’ — and the 
prime minister’s — anger. 

“Clear policy and super¬ 
visor direction could have al¬ 
leviated public concerns about 
RCMP members acting arbitrar¬ 
ily,” the report says. 

McPhail himself said much 
of the blame lies at the feet of 
Alberta’s “K” Division leader¬ 
ship; however, his recommen¬ 
dations urge clearer policies, 
communications and training 


changes across the board. 

The report accepts that 
the RCMP’s early entries into 
homes were justified — to 
save people, look for pets, re¬ 
trieve medications and inspect 
homes for unsafe conditions, 
such as broken gas lines or five 
electrical wires. Indeed, the re¬ 
port notes that between 28 and 
38 stranded residents were res¬ 
cued during a flood that killed 
three people. 


However it concluded some 
entries into homes unaffected 
by the flood that caused “sig¬ 
nificant” damages were un¬ 
reasonable. It also said second- 
aiy entries by Mounties who 
were later dispatched to pick 
up guns identified by the first 
responders required a warrant. 

“In several cases the search¬ 
es exceeded their authorized 
scope by expanding from a 
search for people or pets to a 


search for firearms or contra¬ 
band,” the report said. In one 
case, the Mounties seized ma¬ 
rijuana, unsecured firearms 
and searched a safe containing 
$10,000 for which they found a 
key and ammunition. 

But the report said a lack 
of detailed records kept by the 
RCMP about the searches made 
it difficult to say whether it 
went beyond a few cases. 

McPhail told Torstar News 
Services the RCMP failed to 
realize that “when they went 
into something like this they 
were wearing two hats; they 
were wearing their responder’s 
hat and of course, they’re still 
wearing their police officer’s 
hat. Except that the respond¬ 
er’s hat is by far more signifi¬ 
cant one and it requires a dif¬ 
ferent approach.” 

“As a police officer doing an 
investigation, you’re trained to 
keep what you’re doing confi¬ 
dential, but when it comes to 
working as a first responder 
you need to involve and inform 
the public.” 

RCMP Comm. Bob Paul¬ 
son has been briefed on the 
report’s findings and recom¬ 
mendations, and is expected to 
respond publicly.

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Brain development study 
provides clues to stuttering 


A U of A-led study has found 
abnormal long-term brain 
development in those who 
stutter. And while science 
may still not know why 
some stutter and others 
grow out of it, the results 
give clues on where to focus 
the next steps of research 
and to treatment possibil¬ 
ities for those who deal with 
the neuro-developmental 
disorder. 

“We have a good under¬ 
standing of the brain area 
that supports speech pro¬ 
duction, but until now we’ve 
only had small studies —like 
a snapshot. This is like a flip- 
book — a trajectory of brain 
development,” said U of A 
researcher and Executive 
Director of ISTAR (Institute 
for Stuttering Treatment and 
Research) Derylc Beal. 

Over several years, MRI 
brain scans of 116 right- 
handed males (who stutter at 
a rate of 5 to 1 over females) 
from ages six to 49, found 
a difference in the cortical 
thickness of grey matter in 
the Broca’s areas of the brain 
in those who stuttered com¬ 
pared to a control group. 



“In the short term, we 
have a better understanding 
of the mechanisms involved 
in stuttering. Over time, we 
can target therapy to sup¬ 
port fluent speech behavior, 
and possibly identify a drug 
to augment the behavioral 
treatment,” Beal said. 

“This research informs us 
— learning about the plasti¬ 
city of the brain may move 
us in different directions,” 
said Susan Rafaat, direc¬ 
tor of professional practice 
with the Alberta College of 
Speech-Language Patholo¬ 
gists and Audiologists, metro 


City to ask for fed money 
for Yellowhead upgrades 


Traffic. Goal is to have

The city will ask the federal 
government for hundreds 
of millions of dollars to up¬ 
grade the Yellowhead to a 
free-flow expressway. 

Councillors endorsed a 
plan Tuesday to make the 
road their top priority when 
seeking grants from the fed¬ 
eral government’s Building 
Canada fund, which was an¬ 
nounced last year. 

The $14 billion fund re¬ 
serves $4 billion of its grants 
for projects that are con¬ 
sidered to have a national 
significance. 

Coun. Tony Caterina said 
he’s optimistic the city could 


receive the grant, because 
improving the roadway is 
important to more than just 
Edmonton. 

“It has to be to the bene¬ 
fit to the country, which the 
Yellowhead absolutely is,” he 
said. “This fits into the nar¬ 
rative of the feds absolutely.” 

The city’s proposal would 
be to use the federal grant 
along with provincial and 
city money to upgrade the 
intersections at 127 Street 
and 149 Street. 

Don Grimble, managing 
director of the Yellowhead 
Highway Association, said 
the road is incredibly im¬ 


portant for commercial traf¬ 
fic. 

“It’s the busiest commer¬ 
cial roadway in the city of 
Edmonton, something more 
than 60 per cent of every 
truck route uses the Yellow¬ 
head,” he said. 

He said the highway is 
one of only two major routes 
through the Rockies and 
unlike the Roger’s pass, it 
doesn’t get shut down by 
weather nearly as often. 

“The Yellowhead has only 
been closed for weather rea¬ 
sons for about 60 hours over 
the last ten years.” 

Grimble said, as east-west 


trade grows, Canada needs 
good connections to ports on 
the west coast. 

“I think it’s important for 
Canada to have more than 
one access,” he said. 

Councillors also agreed 
to study a variety of other 
projects for the second part 
of the Building Canada Fund, 
which focuses on local pro¬ 
jects. 

Among the projects coun¬ 
cil will consider for that 
grants is LRT expansion, rail 
separation at 50th Street 
and 75 Street and utility 
upgrades to Fort Edmonton 
Park.

Military. New defence 
minister says Canada 
would be open to 
training Ukrainian forces 


The country’s new defence min¬ 
ister left the door open Wednes¬ 
day for Canadian troops to join 
the U.S. in training Ukrainian 
forces and for an extension of 
the combat mission against the 
Islamic State of Iraq and the Le¬ 
vant (ISIL) group. 

Jason Kenney, speaking 
on CBC’s Power and Politics, 
echoed Prime Minister Ste¬ 
phen Harper’s comments in 
saying that “all options are on 
the table” when it comes to op¬ 
posing Russian interference in 
eastern Ukraine but was more 
specific on the issue of training. 

He said: “If there is consen¬ 
sus that we could play a role in 
terms of training, we would be 
open to doing so, but no deci¬ 
sions have been taken.” 

The commander of the U.S. 
Army Europe, Lt.-Gen. Ben 
Hodges, said Wednesday a bat¬ 
talion of U.S. soldiers would 
train three battalions of Ukrain¬ 
ians from the Interior Ministry 


at the Yavariv training centre 
in the western Ukrainian city 
of Lviv. 

The training won’t begin 
until March, but Hodges said it 
will teach the Ukrainians how 
to better defend themselves 
against “Russian and rebel artil- 
leiy and rockets.” 

The six-month combat mis¬ 
sion against ISIL expires by late 
March, and Kenney, who was 
appointed this week to the 
portfolio, says the Conservative 
government hasn’t made up its 
mind whether to extend it, ask 
Parliament for a different man¬ 
date — or even if an extension 
would be put before MPs. 

Meanwhile in Washington, 
President Barack Obama has 
asked Congress for a limited 
mandate to wage war on ISIL, 
but it would not include “en¬ 
during offensive ground com¬ 
bat operations.” The resolu¬ 
tion would not limit militaiy 
operations to Iraq and Syria or 
prohibit defensive ground oper¬ 
ations. The language resembles 
what the Harper government 
has been saying to justify the ac¬ 
tions of special-forces trainers, 
who have been guiding in air- 
strikes for Kurdish peshmerga 
fighters, the Canadian press 


Ten individuals in Quebec are 
confirmed to have been in¬ 
fected with measles in an event 
health officials are linking to a 
large outbreak in California. 

And another case has been 
reported in the Toronto region, 
bringing to eight the number of 
cases discovered in the past few 
weeks in southern Ontario. 

In a statement, the 
Lanaudiere health authority 


said the first Quebec case con¬ 
tracted the virus during a visit 
to a park in California which 
has been the source of other 
recent infections. Though they 
do not name it, it would appear 
that it is Disneyland. 

The U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control says the Disneyland 
outbreak has involved 114 
cases in seven U.S. states so far.

Personal circumstances colour 
individual views on whether 
people should have a legal 
right to a doctor-assisted death, 
and that dilemma could swing 
voter loyalty during the next 
election, says the federal justice 
minister.

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Born in withdrawal 


Prescription drugs. 

A 2011 baby 15 times 
more likely to be born 
addicted to painkillers 
than in 1992:Study 


The number of babies bom 
with symptoms of opioid with¬ 
drawal because of their moth¬ 
er’s use of the medications has 
jumped 15-fold in Ontario over 
the last two decades, reflecting 
increased prescribing of the 
potent and addictive pain kill¬ 
ers, researchers say. 

Most of those babies were 
bom to women who were pre¬ 
scribed an opioid such as co¬ 
deine, oxycodone or morphine 
by their doctors, both before 
and during pregnancy, says the 
study published Wednesday in 
the journal CMAJ Open. 

Researchers found that the 
rates of newborn withdrawal 
— called neonatal abstinence 
syndrome — in Ontario grew 


from about 0.3 per 1,000 live 
births in 1992 to 4.3 per 1,000 
in 2011. 

“That’s a big increase,” said 
principal researcher Dr. Su¬ 
zanne Turner, a family phys¬ 
ician at St. Michael’s Hospital 
in Toronto who specializes in 
providing obstetrical care for 
women with addictions. 

Over the 20-year period, 
data showed there were al¬ 
most 3,100 infants bom in the 
province suffering symptoms 
of neonatal abstinence syn¬ 
drome, which mimic those 
in adults going through with¬ 
drawal from an opioid. 

However, the largest pro¬ 
portion of babies with the syn¬ 
drome —1,901, or almost two- 
thirds — occurred in the last 
five years of the study, a period 
when prescribing of opiates 
like oxycodone for pain was on 
the rise. 

Almost half of the infants 
were bom to women who 
were eligible for publicly fund¬ 
ed prescription drugs at the 


time of delivery, anonymized 
prescription records show. The 
women had been prescribed 
an opiate at various time per¬ 
iods, ranging from one or two 
years before delivery to 100 
days before deliveiy. 

Infants experiencing post¬ 
natal withdrawal are often 
irritable, cry more, and can 
have vomiting and diarrhea, 
all of which can affect weight 
gain and put them at risk for 
seizures if the condition is not 
identified. 

“Doctors need to be aware 
there is the risk of addiction 
if women are prescribed opi¬ 
ates prior to pregnancy, and 
if they’re of child-bearing 
age, those risks should be as¬ 
sessed,” said Turner. 

As well, women should be 
counselled that the use of any 
opioid during pregnancy can 
cause neonatal withdrawal, es¬ 
pecially since unplanned preg¬ 
nancies are common among 
women with addictions, she

Obama asks for war 
powers to destroy ISIL 


White House. Draft 
authorization sent 
to Congress does not 
call for deployment 
of ground forces 


President Barack Obama de¬ 
clared Wednesday that the 
U.S.-led militaiy coalition will 
succeed in destroying the Is¬ 
lamic State of Iraq and the Le¬ 
vant (ISIL) group, as he asked 


Congress for fresh war powers. 

Speaking at the White 
House, Obama said the draft 
authorization he sent Con¬ 
gress earlier in the day does 
not call for the deployment 
of ground forces. He said that 
would not be necessaiy to 
fight ISIL, although he left 
open the possibility he could 
deploy special forces in lim¬ 
ited circumstances. 

“It is not the authorization 
of another ground war like 
Afghanistan or Iraq,” Obama 


said, seeking to differenti¬ 
ate militaiy efforts under his 
watch from the unpopular 
wars the U.S. launched under 
his predecessor. 

Obama said the mission 
against ISIL is difficult and will 
stay that way for some time — 
particularly as coalition forces 
seek to rout the militants from 
urban areas in Iraq and Syria. 
But Obama said the coalition 
was firmly on the offensive, 
vowing that “ISIL is going to 
lose.” 


“Our coalition is strong, 
our cause is just and our mis¬ 
sion will succeed,” Obama 
said. 

The initial reaction to his 
authorization request in Con¬ 
gress was bipartisan skepti¬ 
cism. Republicans expressed 
unhappiness that Obama 
chose to exclude any long¬ 
term commitment of ground 
forces, while some Democrats 
voiced dismay that he had 
opened the door to deploy¬ 
ment at all. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Costa Concordia captain gets 16 years 


The captain of the ship¬ 
wrecked Costa Concordia 
cruise ship was convicted Wed¬ 
nesday of multiple charges of 
manslaughter and sentenced 
to 16 years in jail, Italian court 
officials said. 

Francesco Schettino was 
convicted of manslaughter in 
the deaths of 32 passengers 
and crew in the Jan. 13, 2012 
capsizing as well as of causing 
a shipwreck and abandoning 
ship while many of the 4,200 
passengers and crew were still 
on board. 

The verdict and sentencing 
brought an end to a trial that 


has been running since July 
2013. Prosecutors had insisted 
Schettino was a “reckless 
idiot” and asked the court to 
sentence him to 26 years and 
three months in prison. 

Schettino wasn’t present 
when Judge Giovanni Puliatti 
read out the verdict Wednes¬ 
day night in a Grosseto the¬ 
atre, but the former captain 
told the court earlier he was 
being “sacrificed” to safeguard 
the economic interests of his 
employer. He then broke down 
in sobs immediately before the 
panel began deliberating. 

Testimony put the spot¬ 


light on errors by other crew 
and equipment malfunctions 
after the Concordia smashed 
into a jagged reef when Schet¬ 
tino steered the ship close to 
the Tuscan island’s shoreline 
while passengers were hav¬ 
ing supper in the main dining 
room. 

The reef gashed the hull, 
seawater rushed in, and the 
Concordia listed badly, finally 
ending up on its side outside 
Giglio’s port. Autopsies deter¬ 
mined that victims drowned 
aboard ship or in the sea after 
either falling or jumping off 
the ship during a chaotic, de¬ 


layed evacuation. 

Schettino said he was “a 
few hours from a verdict that 
should have involved an entire 
organization and instead sees 
me as the only defendant.” 

“My head was sacrificed to 
serve economic interests,” the 
54-year-old Neapolitan seaman 
told the court. 

Lawyers for many of the 
survivors and victims’ families 
have attached civil suits to the 
criminal trial to press the court 
to order Costa Crociere SpA, 
the Italian cruise company, to 
pay hefty damages.

Judge dears deal 
with landlords

15 deadline to wrap up the 
sales process, with June 30 
for those deals to close. If the 
leases aren’t sold by then, the 
rights will be returned to the 
landlords, the Canadian press 


Anti-corruption law 


New rules tough 
on Public Works 

Recently toughened rules 
that block Canada from do¬ 
ing business with compan¬ 
ies that commit crimes 
anywhere in the world have 
put the federal government’s 
main buyer of goods and 
services in a bind. 


The Public Works Depart¬ 
ment has 66 contracts worth 
around $377 million with HP 
Canada — whose Russian sis¬ 
ter company pleaded guilty 
in a U.S. court last Septem¬ 
ber to creating a secret slush 
fund used to bribe Russian 
government officials for a 
contract. HP Russia was fined 
more than $58 million US.

U.S. Congress 
passes bill to 
build pipeline 


Keystone XL. Vote 
was 11th attempt 
by Republicans 
to advance the 
controversial project 


The Republican-controlled 
United States Congress ap¬ 
proved a bill Wednesday 
to construct the privately 
funded Canadian Keystone 
XL oil-pipeline project, set¬ 
ting up a confrontation with 
President Barack Obama, 
who has threatened to veto 
the measure. 

The House voted 270- 
152 to send the bill to the 
president, endorsing chan¬ 
ges made by the Senate that 
stated climate change was 
real and not a hoax and that 
oilsands should no longer be 
exempt from a tax used to 
clean up oil spills. 

Only one Republican, 
Michigan Rep. Justin Amash, 
voted against the measure, 
while 29 Democrats backed 
it. But neither the House nor 
the Senate has enough votes 
to overcome a veto, the first 
of many skirmishes between 
the Democratic White House 
and Congress on energy and 
environmental policy. 

Supporters were already 
strategizing on how to se¬ 
cure the pipeline’s approv¬ 
al using other legislative 
means. 



Republicans and the oil 
industry have argued the 
$8-billion US infrastructure 
project is about jobs and 
boosting energy security, by 
importing oil from a friend¬ 
ly neighbour and shipping it 
to domestic refineries. 

Democrats and their 
environmental allies have 
characterized it as a gift to 
the oil industry that would 
worsen global warming and 
subject parts of the country 
to the risks of an oil spill, 
with little economic benefit 
because the oil and its re¬ 
fined product would be ex¬ 
ported abroad. 

The pipeline would con¬ 
nect Canada’s oilsands with 
Gulf coast refineries that 
specialize in processing 
heavy crudes.

Something’s in the air. No, not love. Is that 
... pig pheromones? 

There are hundreds of “human phero¬ 
mone” products out there, all claiming 
that, with a spritz or two, the wearer will 
become irresistible to potential romantic 
partners. 

If you’re thinking of using these to find 
love this Valentine’s Day, don’t, cautioned 
the American Chemical Society on Mon¬ 
day. 

The products are tantamount to snake 
oil. The pheromones they contain, though 
real, were actually isolated in pigs. 

The idea that humans pheromones may 
attract sexual partners isn’t necessarily 


wrong. Species across the animal kingdom 
secrete these molecules to signal fertility 
to prospective mates, among other messa¬ 
ges. There’s just not enough known about 
pheromones in humans to make a love po¬ 
tion possible anytime soon. 

Guys, you’re better off just throwing on 
a well-worn T-shirt. 

Since the pioneering “sweaty T-shirt 
study” in the ’90s, evidence has been 
mounting that women tend to be attracted 
to the natural smell of guys who are more 
likely to father healthy kids. 

The research has focused on a group of 
genes that code for MHC (major histocom¬ 
patibility complex) proteins. These play a 
major role in immune function. The more 
diverse a person’s collection of MHC genes, 
the more robust their immune system 
tends to be.

Quick, which symbol best encapsulates Can¬ 
ada: a double-double, a beaver, a moose, maple 
syrup, a Canada goose, a Canada Goose parka, 
Drake in a Canada Goose parka, ice hockey, 
the Toronto Maple Leafs or a red maple leaf on 
a fall day? 

Which of these symbols you like and 
which you despise depends largely on when 
you were born and where you live. Not every¬ 
one is a fan of the Leafs, but many of us love 
the maple leaf. 

From gas stations to hardware stores to 
beer companies, the maple leaf is ubiquitous. 

This Sunday will mark 50 years since the 
red-and-white flag we now stand on guard for 
first officially flew above the Peace Tower on 
Parliament Hill. 

Long before that, it was already central to 
Canadian culture. 

Our unofficial national anthem, written 
by Alexander Muir in 1867, sung the praises of 
our “Maple Leaf, our emblem dear.” 

The tune also talks about God saving the 
Queen and Britannia’s flag. Which was apro¬ 
pos, as until 1965 the Royal Union Flag was 
the only official national flag of Canada. It 
celebrated our past. 

However, by the early ’60s, Prime Minister 
Lester B. Pearson knew it was time to look to 
the future. The possibility of having our very 
own national flag sparked what was dubbed 
The Great Flag Debate among politicians. 

The people also got a say. Close to 6,000 de¬ 
signs were sent to Ottawa. Beavers made it on 
to many of the designs; not sure we’d want to 
be known worldwide for our passion for bea¬ 
vers. 


Canada geese (yes, those aggressive birds 
who leave green poop everywhere) were sug¬ 
gested, too. One very cheeky entry featured 
the four Beatles, with a fleur-de-lis at the cen¬ 
tre. Britain’s Union Jack was a part of many 
designs. 

Thankfully, our flag does not have another 
country’s flag on it, beavers, geese or the Fab 
Four. 

Yes, I was born in Dublin, so some will 
automatically discount my view. But I have 


lived here most of my life, and as a dual Irish- 
Canadian citizen, I bleed red, white and 
maple, thank you very much. 

IMHO, our flag with a maple leaf at its 
heart is truly the perfect symbol for the True 
North strong and free. 

So raise up your cup of Timmies this week¬ 
end and cheers to the Maple Leaf Forever!

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How to include reading 
in your kid’s day 

Helpful tips — bedtime stories and beyond 


Helping your child learn to read can be as 
simple as adding fun activities to your every¬ 
day life. 

Researchers confirm that talking to your 
child, singing songs, and reading bedtime stor¬ 
ies help build important skills — increasing 
vocabulary, enhancing memory, and fostering 
listening skills (including hearing sounds 
within words) — and set the foundation for a 
lifetime of reading.

Equally annoying is visit¬ 
ing a shop or bank where the 
person you are interacting 
with is contagiously sick. 

But you don’t have to be 
held captive by their bugs 
and viruses in professional 
settings. Here is how you can 
take action and still be cour¬ 
teous. 

“If a co-worker isn’t cov¬ 
ering their mouth, turning 
away, or dry-coughing into 


their sleeve, it’s perfectly ac¬ 
ceptable to suggest they do,” 
said Linda Allan, a Toronto 
business etiquette consultant. 

Keep a box of tissue near¬ 
by, she said, and don’t be 
shy about extending the box 
to someone in need. If an 
ill colleague borrows your 
pen or stapler, “It’s best not 
to make a comment,” Allan 
said. “Just use sanitizer to 
clean the object as soon as 
they’ve left your office. Or 
give them the pen.” 

Not only can you speak up 
at work, you can broach the 
topic with sick people you 
encounter when going about 
personal business. This real¬ 
ly-happened anecdote was 
posed to Allan. What happens 
if you are at the bank, the tell¬ 




er coughs all over your cash 
and hands it to you? There 
isn’t much you can graciously 
do about the cash itself other 
than take it and clean your 
hands after. However, you 


can say to the teller, politely 
but on-point, that they seem 
far too ill to be dealing with 
the public. 

“Nowadays, most of us are 
veiy aware that those serving 


the public should take eveiy 
precaution to handle things 
safely and, if they don’t, it’s 
perfectly acceptable to nicely 
tell them,” she said. 

And while it’s tempting to 


be angiy at those who come 
to work sick, try not to be 
judgmental. 

“Not eveiyone is in a pos¬ 
ition to stay home when 
they’re not well,” Allan said.

So star winger Taylor Hall 
is going to be laid up for a 
while with a cracked ankle. 
I’m sure some Oilers fans are 
thinking, “Great, this will 
make it easier for Edmon¬ 
ton to land the top spot in 
the draft and win Connor 
McDavid!” But that’s too 
cynical for the actual Oilers 
organization to rally around. 
Instead, Craig MacTavish 
and company can look at the 
next six weeks as a great trial 
for Nail Yalcupov. 

The No. 1 overall pick in 
2012 has failed to sizzle since 
a pretty good rookie showing 
during the lockout-shortened 
2012-13 campaign and I 
won’t blame the Oilers for 
this, but the chance for a do- 
over is lcinda great, especially 
with David Perron traded 
and Benoit Pouliot out of the 
lineup recently as well. 

Yalcupov has already 
shown what he is capable 
of in a top-six role recently, 
notching the game-winning 
goal on the power play 
against New Jersey on Mon¬ 
day night. And while I have 
never regarded Yalcupov as a 
soft player per se, it had to be 
heartening for Oilers faith¬ 
ful to see him shake off a 
collision with the Devils’ big 
Steve Bernier, get stitched up 
and pop right back out once 
he was ready to go. 

It has been a tiying early 
career for Yalcupov. Of course 
young players need to work 
their way up the ladder, but

when you’re taken first over¬ 
all, you have certain expecta¬ 
tions of yourself and since 
Yalcupov’s craft involves 
scoring goals, generating 
offence at a good clip is one 
such expectation. 

Being a complete player 
has been a challenge and 
even though no one worth 


their salt in the industry still 
uses plus-minus as a steady 
metric, you do have to pause 
when you see the young 
Russian’s minus-27 mark, 
tying him with defenceman 
Jeff Petiy for the third-worst 
in the NHL. Modern stats tell 
us that Yakupov does not 
face difficult competition: 


He starts the majority of his 
shifts in the offensive end 
and is matched up against 
easier opponents — only 
Leon Draisaitl, who is now 
back in junior, had an easier 
work assignment among 
Edmonton forwards. 

So let’s see what Yakupov 
can do in Hall’s prolonged 
absence. Derek Roy and Matt 
Fraser are decent linemates 
who can create offence, but 
the first overall pick from 
2012 will have to convert. 
This will be a great opportun¬ 
ity for the youngster.
